“There ia a way bf Which a man 
may change his name with the sanction 
of the law, and thatJs the only cate 
way. But the law requires him to as 
sign some goed rgasyn for the cha 
Men have assigued yazious reasons {ui 
wishing to change thelr names, Some 
times a man wishes to drop his righ( 
hame because it is of foreign origin 
and difficult for aw Amagican tongue to 
pronounce, This ger injure bim in 
his business, os thére is such a thing 
as prejudice even ip this free and 
eulightened commoawealth; or his 
mame may have in English an urd 
or even vulgar meaning and sfbject 
him to unpleasant jokes; or it may as- 
sociate Lim with so1ae notorious crimi 
nal or be the counterpart of some name 
which history made infamous; or if 
may be misspelled and consequently 
mispronvunced lis entry to thie 
country. 

“Freqi cntly infants are left orpbans 
or abanv®ned by the father after the 
@eath of the mother, In that case it fs 
a@ frequint occurrence for relatives or 
nelghbor to take a child and adopt it, 
giving ii their own name. In that case 
the party desiring to adopt must apply 
by a wri. ten petition to the court of the 
Plac in vhich be livés asking leave to 
@4opi th child and change its name 
fe that <f the petitioner. The order 
Allowing the adoption and the change 
ef name must be tiled with the court, 
go that tle real parentage of the child 
May be subsequently established if 
mecesgary, 

“When an adult applies for leave ta 
change lis name he must give his place 
of birth, residence, age and whether 
fe is married or single and whether 
there are avy Judgments against him 
or outstanding commercial paper in the 
name which he seeks to avandon. If 
in any of these cases the court is satis. 
fied there are no objectionable reasona 
the order {3 pormilted granting a 
change of name, The order must be 
filed with the clerk, and thirty days 
thereafter the new uname may be as- 
suicd, The granting of the notice 
must within ten days thorcafter be 
published in a newspaper designated 
by the court, 

“Thus the law protects the person 
who for good and sutiicient reasons de. 
sires to assume a ualwe other than hia 
own. The order of the. court belng re 
corded, 81] the rights of the individual 
which may subsequently accrue to him 
under his original name are preserved, 
his tity being under the law fully 
estabtished.”
